Mehemet Ali. , 

Mehemet Ali did not learn to read until be 

was forty-five years of age, bot long before 
that (says the “Westminster Gazette’) his 
vigour of mind bad established his dynasty 
upon the throne of Egypt. Macedonian by birth, 
his history is that of an extraordinary rise 
from poverty and obscarity. He began life as a 
tobacconist, and ther, torning tothe army, 
displayed an uncommon aptitude for leader- 
ship. In Egypt he faced with distinction the 
armies of Napoleon, and establi-hed himself in 
such favour that in 1806 he was made Viceroy 
by oniversal acclaim avd bad hia appointment 
covfigmed by the Sultan. The black stain upon 
& wemory which is in the main ose of man 
extraordinarily in advance of the thought of 
those aboot him is the trercherous marders of 
the Mamelokes who refused to recognise bis 
secession to power. Soon after this dread deed 
he was master of Egypt, and defied bis Sultan 
in Syria, although the nominal monarch was 
able to recover his country when backed by 
the might of European Powers. Egypt under 
his enlightened administration broke the sleep 
of centuries, only to fall back again in the hands 
of weaker ralers.

Daring thepast few months we have receiv- 
ed from our own and other correspondents 
in Egypt and the Sadan letters containing |‘ 
information which is by no means reassuring 
from the point of view of the British mana-j* 
factaring engineer. We have also received visits 
at our office from representatives in Egypt 
of British firms who have expressed themselves 
as greatly disappointed at the manner in 
which the interests of the British manofac- 
turing engineer are being disregarded in that 
country. Of the growing importance of Egypt 
as a market there can be no qaestion, and 
it is best exemplified by the following table, 
which shows the enormoos increase in 
the import and export trades since 1896. It 
should be noticed that the LEB represents 
a few pence more in valge than the pound

Thas, it 
would seem that although we sapply to Egypt 
more than three times as moch merchandise as 
our nearest competitor, and probably six times 
as mach as Germany, yet on moral grounds, 
bearing in mind that the percentage of what 
we takefrom Egypt is far higher than that 
which we supply, we are not getting our fair 
share of the trade. With regard to the engineer- 
ing imports, the bloe book is more sketchy 
than ever. Only two items are schedaled for 
1905, viz.: “Worked iron and steel” at LE 
917,400, an increase of 5 per cent. over the 
previoos year, and “Railway wagons,” LE. 
298,700, an increase of 76 per cent. A casoal 
remark tells os that daring the eleven months 
ending November last the machinery imports 
showed an increase of LEB. 137,000 bat that 
daring the month of December they dropped, 
so that the total for the year was rather below 
that of its predecessor. We have already dealt 
in “African Enginesring” with the strenaous 
efforts of our Continental friends to increase 
their trade in Egypt at the expense of Great 
Britain, and especially have we pointed out 
how the Germans are domping rails and 
constructional steel at £7 a tom and starting 
stores all along the Nile where German rubbieh 
can be retailed at low prices, These, however, 
are mere incidents, though serious ones, in a 
general policy which is going on and is de- 
trimental in the extreme to British interests. 

We are not here going to talk about the 
“open door,” for the simple reason that while 
it is oar policy in Our Owa colonies to invite 
the foreigner to cut our throats it would be 
folly to expect the British Government to 
attempt to prevent sach a catastrophe in » 
part of Africa which is not yet painted red on 
the map. It is clear, however, that, apart from 
the broad principle of encouraging British trade, 
and there is still a saperstition in the minds ot 
some people that British Governments do 
encourage British trade, our trade interests in | Barometer corrected. 
Egypt are being neglected in many ways. The 
ex'ent to which the home Government helps 
the British manafactarer is copfiaed to pro- 
viding Consuls, whose efforts, when forth. 
coming, are negatived by the bowdlerising of 
their reports before they are published. The 
Government of Egypt, in which the predomi- 
nating influence is supposed to be British, 
damages the British manafactarer by allowing 
all sorta of foreign inflaercss to divert orders 
into foreign channels. Carelessly drawn Govern- 
ment specifications and other considerations 
are opening the door to inferidr foreign pro- 
docts in » market which, before our political 
inflience in Egypt was as great as it now is, 
was exclusively British. As & matter of fact, at 
the present day the British manufacturer, 
collectively speaking, has only one reed to lean 
apon for support in his commerce with Egypt, 
and this, if not precisely a broken one, cannot 
be said to afford him a sabstantial prop. This 
is ‘the British Chamber of Commerce in that 
country. Even here we find one of the most 
infloential members of that body selling to the 
railway aothorities “British” railway wagons 
of which the bodies only are British and the 
frames Belgian. We do not gnggest that this 
or any other gentleman has not a perfect right 
to do se, bat we cannot cea how the interests
